Four astronomical hypotheses 
have evolved from the consideration 
of the Star of Bethlehem as a natur- 
al phenomenon—specifically the pos- 
sibilities of its having been a me- 
teor, a comet, a new star, or the 
conjunction of two or more planets, 

A meteor is a very transient and 
local phenomenon. Under no cir- 
cumstances could a meteor be visi- 
ble for more than a few seconds 
and one large enough to attract the 
attention of ordinary observers |

Jupiter, Mars, Saturn, and Venus 
are planets visible to the naked eye. 
Computation has figured that Jupi- 

ter, Mars and Saturn were in cun- 
junction in the year 7 to 8 B, Cc. 
as such a phenomenon occurs about 
every 800 years: it is impossible to 
include Venus and still conform to 
the biblical account which places 
the Star in the East since Venus is 
} most conspicuous in the western ho- 
rizon. 

Modern astronomers do not attach 

much weight to the foregoing hy- 
' patheses, Such phenomena would oc. 
cur too far from the earth to serve

Christ Child 
blessed the huge pine which shel- 
tered the Holy Family during the 
flight into Egypt. 

A strange child was received hos- 
Pitably into the hut of a poor wood 
cutter who lived on the edge of a 
great forest, At midnight the fam- 
ily . was awakened: looking out of 
the window, they beheld the little 
stranger clad in gleaming radiance 
and surrounded by a choir of angels; 
the fir‘tree beneath the window was 
covered with silver nuts and lights, 
apples and threads of gold: and the 
Child revealed his identity: 

‘T am the Christking, bringing 
happiness to good children. This fir 
tree shall be my emblem.” 

The Druids were worshipers. of 
Thor to whom the Thunder Oak was 
Sacred.

Famous cribs sprang 
up and were presented throughout 
southern and central Europe. 


During the Renaissance, painted 
landscape backgrounds, and increas:

endowed the cribs with the charac- 
teristics of highly ornate pageants, 
In modern Italy, the Praesepe or 
manger is seen in every church at 
Christmastime: In Germany, it is 
the Krippe: in Czechoslovakia, Jes-

ty scene is everywhere—in churches, 
public places and private homes.
